WHEREAS, McDaniel began his pro career being drafted by the Minnesota Vikings in the first round selection (19th
overall) in the 1988 NFL Draft, and played with them until 1999, when he went to the Tampa Bay Buccaneers; and

WHEREAS, during the course of his professional career, McDaniel started in 202 consecutive games and 12 consecutive
Pro Bowls (1989-2000); and

WHEREAS, in 1994, McDaniel was the leader of a rock solid offensive line that held opponents to just one sack every 22.7
pass attempts, the second-best ratio in team history; and

WHEREAS, McDaniel has created and currently works on "Team McDaniel," an afterschool program to encourage
community service by middle school students and the R.O.C.K (Reaching Out to Challenge Kids) Foundation, an umbrella
organization for his many community initiatives.

By the power vested in me by the Arizona Constitution, Article I'V, Part 2, Section 3, and Article V, Section 4, respectively,
I, Janice K. Brewer, Governor of the State of Arizona, call the 49th Legislature to meet in a fourth special session at the Cap-
itol on the 17th Day of November, 2009, at 3:00 p.m.

3. Legislation necessary to repay the damages owed by the State of Arizona to Science Foundation Arizona in the
amount of $18,474,923.00, as set forth in the judgement issued on June 11, 2009, by the Maricopa County Superior
Court in Science Foundation Inc. v. State of Arizona, No. CV 2009-014795.

4. Legislation regarding deficiency actions set forth in A.R.S. § 33-814.
